Taking the trip of a lifetime 


Nor Boyne City’s Donna Moll, cy- 
cling has been a lifelong pastime. Hav- 
ing achieved senior citizen status has 
not, by all accounts, slowed Moll down 
ouc bit. In fact, in March, she’ll depart 
ou the most extensive bike trip of her 
lite, a 58-day, 3,100 mile trek across 
America, in the seventh annual Cross 
Country Inn-to-Inn bike tour, raising 
inoney for the National Breast Cancer 
Coalition Fund. 

Molt has the added honor of being, 
at 76, the eldest of the group of 27 se- 
nior ladies taking the trip. {Other rid- 
ers] are in their 50s or 60s,” she said. 
‘T just found out I'll be the oldest.” 

Her motivations to sign up for the un- 
dertaking were nothing so grand as 
proving a point about age or ability. 
‘An article appeared about the trip and 
my friend gave it to me thinking I'd be 
interested,” Moll said simply. “And I 
was.” 

Divining that interest wouldn't be a 
far reach for anyone familiar with 
Mollt’s commitment to the sport. Begin- 
ning as a girl in Detroit, Moll has, she 
says, “cycled all my life.”” For many 
years, she cycled with her mother, with 
the two taking a 1,000-mile bike trip 


through New England while Moll was 
still in college. 

Departing in 1949 for Boyne City, 
Moll brought her love of cycling to 
northern Michigan from the get-go. 
“When I came here to teach school, I 
biked up,” she said. “‘My father brought 
my clothes {later].” 

A 13-year veteran of the DALMAC 
(an annual Lansing-to-Mackinaw bike 
race designed to raise biking aware- 
ness), Moll, at present, rides about 3,000 
miles per year, including bike trips to 
places like Pennsylvania and Door 
County in northern Wisconsin, but 
mostly, she said, in northern Michigan. 

The reasons behind logging such a 
great number of miles are many. “It’s a 
sport under your own power,” she said. 
“Tt helps you to see the country, rural 
American, in a much nicer way. You get 
the feel of the country. And there’s al- 
ways a challenge on the next hill or the 
next bend in the road.” 

A member of the North Country 
Cycle Club, based in Boyne City, Moll 
also spends time each year helping out 
with two local bike events, Ride the 
Charx and the Pink Ribbon Ride, and 
last year started a bike riding group of 


her own that meets, and rides, once a 
week, The idea for the group, Moll said, 
was to “introduce new bikers” to the 
sport; so far, more than 25 new cyclists 
have taken part. 

Her energies right now, however, are 
focused on collecting pledges and train- 
ing for the upcoming ride. | 

Kicking off on March 11 in San Di- 
ego, the Inn-to-Inn tour will take riders 
through the spring desert of the South- 
west, Gila National Monument, Hill 
Country of Texas, Antebellum homes of 
St. Francisville. La., the beaches of Dau- 
phin Island, and an escorted parade 
through St. Augustine, where the ride 
culminates on May 7. Proceeds from

Pets need a place to find shelter from the storm, too

When the weather's not fit for neither man nor beast, 
please remember to keep your “beasts” inside, Or, at the 
very least, provide appropriate shelter to give your pets a 
refuge from the nastiness that is a northern Michigan win- 
ter. 

Two nights ago, I awoke to the sounds of a cat (not my 
own) climbing up the screen of my sliding glass door. By 
the time I got there, the freezing feline was scampering 
off, leaving me no other option but to leave the garage 
door open a crack, should he return, and make the rounds 
to reassure myself that my own pets were all inside, safe 
and warm. 

The bottom line is that no domesticated animal should 
have to find itself relegated to fend for itself in the sub- 
zero temperatures we've experienced of late. 

According to Charlevoix County Animal Control Officer 
Julie Whitley, there are specific guidelines as to what dog 
owners, especially, must provide for their pets. A shelter 
in good condition is required by law, and, Whitley said, 
‘we like to see it insulated in some way.” The shelter must 
also have a floor, and a covering over the opening where 
the pet enters and exits, as well as bedding. Bedding, Whit- 
ley continued, does not mean a blanket, which can get wet 
and freeze. “Generally, we like to see it filled with shav- 
ings, whether it’s pine.shavings or cedar shavings, and straw 
is an excellent thing to pile in there like a nest.” 

A blanket on the garage floor, Whitley emphasizes, is 
not sufficient. “The State does not recognize that [as ap- 
propriate shelter],” she said. “They have got to have an 
area {o get in out of the wind, that they can heat up [with 
their body heat].” 

Liquid water, too, is a must-have; the frozen stuff doesn’t 
make the grade. “Ice and snow do not count,” Whitley 
said. “They lower the dog’s body heat and tend to burn the 
fat.” Additionally, extra food in the winter months is in 
order, especially if the dog is outside all of the time. “They 
need extra fuel to keep them warm,” she said. 

Owners of horses and other livestock are required by 
law to assure that the animals have some sort of shelter or 
windbreak though, in this case, the proper topography can 
qualify as shelter. “If there’s a valley or a stand of trees to 
get behind, as long as they have something like that, and 
are not standing out in a barren, open, flat field,” Whitley 
said. Livestock also require unfrozen water. “Snow is not 


adequate for any animal this time of year,” she empha- 
SiZeS. 

Conditions for cats, though less regulated by the law, 
should be guided by common sense. “If they’re going to 
be outside cats, they need to have someplace warm to get 
into, with bedding and fresh water,’’ Whitley said. Even 
owners of indoor cats who may be outside during the day 
would do well to provide a small, doghouse-like shelter 
for their kitty, somewhere “they can go in to get out of the 
weather rather than up in a vehicle’s engine. That's a com- 
mon thing when they don't have a warm place to go.” 

Whitley also stresses the importance of having some type 
of identification on pets, in case they do get lost, a possi- 
bility that’s more likely when snow obscures scent and land- 
marks that pets might normally use to identify their foca- 


tion. Identification is also especially important if an ani- 
mal is traveling in the car; with plenty of weather-related 
car accidents, it’s not uncommon for an animal to run from 
the scene out of fear. 

Anyone with concerns over the welfare of an animal left 
out in the cold weather is urged to call Whitley at 582- 
6667. All calls, she notes, are held in “extreme confidence” 
and can even be anonymous. Whitley also encourages any- 
one with questions to call her, and notes that she’s avail- 
able to speak on this topic, and others, at schools and for 
adult organizations, 

The bottom line here is, while you’re bundling up under 
blankets in front of the fireplace during these crisp winter 
nights, don’t forget your pet. They rely on you to do the 
right thing. In fact, their lives depend on it. 


East Jonpan Scuoois Construction Uppate 


(The following information has been provided by 
the East Jordan School District.) 

The new Community Auditorium at East Jordan High 

School should be receiving its “finishing touches” in 
late March, with the installation of the seating and the 
stage rigging and draperies. As a result, EJHS has re- 
scheduled the school’s annual musical production to 
early May. Other events will likely be moved to late 
April or early May as well, to ensure the facility ’s readi- 
ness. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen said the construction 
timetable “had to go perfectly” for mid-March open- 
ing, adding, “delays in the delivery of seating and acous- 
tical panels, as well as some rough weather conditions 
during the Christmas holiday,” contributed to the deci- 
sion to adjust the schedule. 

Project update: 

East Jordan Elementary School 

The classroom addition in the courtyard area is fully 
closed in and is being heated. Painting and the installa- 
tion of ceiling grid/tile will begin soon. 

Technology cabling and wiring is also being installed; 
Supply and return pipes for the new hot water heating 
system have been extended to the two-story portion of 
the building. These pipes will supply the new unit ven- 


tilators that will be installed in the classrooms during 
the summer months; punch list items are being ad- 
dressed throughout the building, 

East Jordan High School 

The auditorium/band room addition has been roofed, 
and interior work continues. Floors have been poured 
in the band room area, and the performance stage has 
been poured as well. 

Heating and air conditioning ductwork is 75 percent 
complete, and all electrical infrastructure is moving 
along on schedule. 

The catwalk that will service the acoustical clouds 
and stage lighting is complete. 

Voice, data and video pathways are also being in- 
stalled; the three classroom addition is being heated, 
and painting has begun. Installation of ceiling grid/tile 
will begin soon. 

Technology cabling and wiring has been installed. 
Demolition of the old stage area continues, with the 
majority of the work scheduled to begin after the 
completion of the auditorium; marketing I and II stu- 
dents are engaged in design plans for the furnishings 
for the new school store, which will be located adja- 
cent to the gym lobby.

dent body that did not report to the City, East Jordan mayor 
Mark Postma suggested that Walker bring his concerns 
directly tothe board. 

The board, by chance, happened to be on hand, having 
arrived at the meeting in order to address concerns regard- 
ing communication between the City and the library board 
of directors, 

Among Walker's specific concerns were the fact that a 
Pre-Campaign Study Report conducted by Monaghan As- 
sociates Inc., at the behest of the library, concluded that 
the library would not, at this time, find sufficient support 
for a $4 million project, as well as a general feeling that 
community input had not been appropriately sought in the 
course of deciding to purchase property and undertake a 
building project. “There should at least be some kind of 
forum [to disseminate information],” said Walker, who took 
part in.an early library focus group studying the feasibility 
of a coffee shop on the premises. “I don’t see that. In fact, 
I see the opposite.” 

According to the pre-campaign study report, the library 
could expect support only in the range of $50,000- 100,000 
at this time. Future support could be gained, the report 
noted, but only after steps were taken to seek additional 
community input and include representatives of interested 
agencies and organizations in the decision-making process. 

“As a taxpayer, I feel like I’ve been duped,” he added. - 
“T don’t feel like I’ve been told the truth.” Walker said that 
he was bringing his concerns to the commission due to the 
fact that the mayor is in charge of appointing, with com- 
mission approval, four members of the library board. The 
other four members are appointed by the East Jordan 
School District. 

According to Chris Curtin, library board president, one 
problem is a “misconception that we are a city library ora 
school library. Our service area is 112 square miles, and 
we serve 7,500 patrons, It’s not just the City of East Jor- 
dan. 

“We are a 501 (c) 3 [non-profit] organization, and we 
do stand alone,” she said, with a long-standing history of 
working with the City and the school district. The 44 pa- 
trons interviewed for the pre-campaign survey, Curtin said, 
also expressed support for the library in general, and “no 
one really disagreed in the feasibility study that we need 
more space.” Citing strategic planning, focus groups, a 
space needs assessment, and a survey of library users and 
non-users, Curtin, on behalf of the board, asserted that the 
process of making the decision to move has been sound. 
“This is not something we’ve done in a vacuum,” she said. 
“We have published everything the library has ever done 
in our newsletter.” 

The library’s current 5,000-square-foot location, adja- 
cent to East Jordan High School, sits on one acre of land. 
According to Curtin, a space needs assessment concluded 
that the library will need approximately 17,000 square feet 
to serve the needs of patrons over the next 20 years, Ar- 
chitectural reports have concluded, she added, that a sec- 
ond-floor addition 1s not feasible at the current library. 

For the commission, however, the issue comes back to 
the land purchase, and communication issues surrounding 
it. At a purchase price of $400,000, commissioner Lee 
Symonds noted that “the price seems a little excessive, if 
you want my opinion,” a sentiment that was echoed by 
other commissioners and. Walker. Beyond the price, how- 
ever, was the issue of a perception of secrecy surrounding 
the land purchase. “Did you ever consider taking it to the 
city commission or the city administrator?” asked mayor 
Postma of Curtin. “Did the board ever consider the inter- 
ests of the City and the taxpayers affected by this.” Though 
Curtin maintained that the board had understood that the 
seller of the property had spoken to the City regarding the 
purchase, city officials denied ever having any direct 


| knowledge that the purchase was about to take place. 


Ultimately, discussion came down to a need for the li- 
brary board and the city commission to take the initiative 
to improve communication between the two bodies, “All I 
want to do from now on is let’s work together,” Curtin 
said. “That'd be wonderful,” Postma said, adding that “the

American Red Cross making 
appeal for blood donations 


Special Red Cross Blood 
Drives are being organized 
in the local area, in re- 
sponse to emergency ap- 
peals from the American 
Red Cross as well as other 
national organizations. 

The appeals come in the 
face of what the Red Cross 
is calling “critically low 
blood supplies,” at a time 
when blood is typically in 
short supply due to inclem- 
ent weather, cold and flu 
season, winter holidays and 
travel, 

The Great Lakes Region 
of the American Red Cross 
declared a blood emer- 
gency last week. Despite 
the call to action, blood col- 
lections are still averaging 
80 to 85 percent of goal, 
leaving most of Michigan 
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with about a 24-hour over- 
all supply of blood. A three- 
day — or 72-hour — sup- 
ply is considered a safe 
level. 

Because of the current 
crisis, blood deliveries may 
be limited or postponed to 
Michigan hospitals, and 
some hospitals may begin 
to reschedule elective sur- 
geries. 

“Michigan is not alone,” 
said Fred Sterns, CEO of 
the Great Lakes Region of 
the American Red Cross. 
“We're facing Critical 
shortages across the coun- 
try. If blood supplies do not 
immediately increase, pa- 
tients whose lives depend 
on blood transfusions are at 
risk for not getting the 
blood they need.”
